Haggard made a pile from the success of KING SOLO- 
MONS MINES, but proved himself a real writer when 
he followed ıhat bock with another, even better and 
even bigger, the immortal SHE. Thereafter. althoueh 
rolling in the British equivalent of greenbacks. he 
turned them out year айег year— ALLAN QUATER- 
MAIN, CLEOPATRA. THE PEOPLE OF THE MIST. 
and so on. After his death. so far did he work ahead 
of his perspiring publishers, new books bearing the 
famous bylinë continued to appear seasonally for five 
years. 

Almost all of Haggard's major fantastic romances 
are Lost Race stories. although he wrote a number of 
more mundane adventure stories and historicals and 
whatnot. He exploited the interesting thesis of the 
living survival ої a vanished empire so thoroughly that 
you would have thought he had worked it to death by 
the time he made his final journey into mystery. Per- 
haps. after ай, he had. But you would never know й 
from the career of Edgar Rice Burroughs. 

Now it is not my intention to make it sound as if 
Burroughs was a mere imitator. He wrote with enough

verve and color and gusto to supply twenty other novel- 
ists for a lifetime. and ended up with a good dozen or 
so other writers imitating But there isn't much 
question that he had read Haggard closely, admired 
him. and set out to do the same. He was not the first 
to imitate Haggard. for many other writers got there 
before him or around the same time—Doyle with THE 
LOST WORLD and THE MARACOT DEEP: A. Mer- 
зи with THE MOON POOL and DWELLERS IN THE 
MIRAGE: Harold Lamb with MARCHING SANDS 
and James Hilton with LOST HORIZON. However. 
the fact that his most popular series was Tarzan of 
the Apes. and that the scene of the Tarzan books was 
Africa, and that Africa had been the scene of most of 
Haggard's most successful novels. and that the major 
factor most of Haggards more successful African 
romances had in common was the Lost Race theme. 
well. these facts added up to a formula ihat was just 
100 fool-proof to be resisted. 

Therefore. in novel after novel, Tarzan encounters 
lost city after lost city, until, with so many lost cities 
сіштегіпе up the landscape, it's a wonder Africa has 
any room left over for just plain jungle.

Sumerians in the over-crowded jungles of Africa (won- 
der how Tarzan missed finding that one?): all of which 
explains why I have never written a Lost Race story of 
my own—there's nobody left that hasn't already been 
discovered! (Actually. I did write one a while back: 
it was called The Valley Where Time Stood Still and 
was published by Doubleday in 1974_ Unable to find 
a Lost Race which hadn't already been used. I took 
my hero to Mars and had him uncover a lost valley of 
Martians! How’s that for ingenuity?) 

ALL of which brings us to the question: if Burroughs 
or Haggard didn't invent the Lost Race story. then 
who did? That was a tough question to find an answer 
to: strive as I did. the earliest Lost Race novels I could 
find were still King Solomon s Mines (1885) and She 
(1886), and the first one written by someone whose 
name wasn't Н. Rider Haggard was The Aztec Treasure 
House by Thomas Janvier (1890). 

But you know, when you stop to think about the 
problem, it seems fairly obvious that the Lost Race 
Story itself is nothing more than a recent variant on 
an old theme, that of the explorer from the everyday 
world who stumbles upon a curious and hitherto un- 
known country full of wonders. That kind of story 
arose in the age of the Tudors, when English buccan- 
eers and merchant ships and explorers were opening 
up the New World. And it is essentially the kind of 
story that Jonathan Swift wrote in Gulliver’s Travels 
(1726) and. even earlier. Sir Thomas More in Utopia 
(1516). The only real difference between those novels 
and legitimate Lost Race yarns lies in the fact that 
Lilliput or Brobdingnab or Utopia are made-up civili- 
zations, instead of being survivors of actual historical 
countries or peoples. 

Somewhere. in the long history of the fantastic ad- 
venture story, there had to be a connecting link be- 
tween the Utopian romance and the Lost Race yarn. 
And so there is. It's a novel called Gaudenzio di Lucca. 
written in 1735 by a British clergyman named Simon 
Berington. In that book a traveller finds a lost valley 
in North Africa called Mezzoramia. where surviving 
descendants of a party of Egyptians who ventured 
there three thousand years before are still living. 

While the essential plot elements of Guadentia di 
Lucca are genuinely Lost Race. the tone and argument 
of the novel is more Utopian than not. Hence the his- 


torian of the magazine era. Sam Moskowitz. informs 
me that he considers it to be “probably the link be- 
tween the Utopian story and the genuine Lost Race 
Story. one of the last Utopias written to edify and to 
criticize society and perhaps the first of the Lost Race 
stories written to entertain.” I appreciate the help of 
Sam Moskowitz in resolving this problem. 

Incidentally. the narrative structure of Guadentio 
is interesting: the story is gasped out between spells 
of torture by the traveller himself to the priests of the 
Spanish Inquisition. At the end of the story. the reader 
is left with the impression that the Inquisition is think- 
ing about going to Mezzoramia in order to wean the 
poor. benighted Mezzoramians away from their griev- 
ously heretical notions. Which gives me a dandy idea: 
how about a Lost Race yam in which an explorer from 
the everyday worlds of 1975 finds a lost colony of Mez- 
zoramia hidine out in Tibet or somewhere. having fled 
to that remote spot to escape being bumed alive by the 
Spanish Inquisition? 

A promising idea for a book: I just might write it 
someday... 

WHEN he came around to composing The Land 
that Time Forgot, Burroughs obviously resolved to do 
something new and different with the Lost Race ro- 
mance. After all, in his Tarzan stories he had already 
cluttered up the map of Africa with lost cities filled 
with Romans, Carthaginians, Crusaders, Amazons. 
Egyptians. Saracens, and Atlanteans. What could he 
do that was exciting. different. and —new? 

He seems to have found the source of his inspira- 
tions in Sir Arthur Conan Doyle's marvelous old ro- 
mance. The Lost World. That durable old yarn, pub- 
lished in 1912. was still preuy new and lively stuff to 
Burroughs. whose Land That Time Forgot was written 
less than six years after the original publication of the 
Doyle classic. 

In that story, the famous creator of Sherlock Holmes 
had his explorer. Professor Challenger. find an un- 
mapped plateau in the South American Andes moun- 
tains still inhabited by Jurassic dinosaurs and (with a 
fine, careless. high-handed contempt for seological 
time) by the grunting Neanderthaloid forebears of 
modern man. who themselves date from the early 
Pleistocene. A rousing vam—an adventure classic 
twice filmed and twice imitated in films—it was the 
best of the Haggard-influenced books before Merritt 
and Burroughs, and the most successful written before 
the publication of Lost Horizon. 

But Burroughs was not content merely to imitate 
the most successful imitation of Haggard. In The Land 
That Time Forgot he dreamed up something totally 
new and different, and something which nobody—not 
nobody. not nowhere, not nohow!—had ever done 
before. 

The novel began serialization in Blue Book maga- 
zine in three parts, starting with the issue dated Aug- 
ust, 1918. Actually, it wasnt presented as a serial but 
as three short novels, ütled The Land That Time For- 
got, The People That Time Forgot, and Out of Times 
Abyss. By October of 1918 all three parts had appeared 
in print: shortly thereafter the book edition was pub- 
lished, in which the three short novels had been put 
together into one big one under the overall title of The 
Land That Time Forgot. 

The first readers of this remarkable adventure mas- 


terpiece must have been thrilled by the highly original 
concept of Caspak —a lost world like Doyle's. but with 
a difference —where evolution has run wild, and indi- 
viduals in their own lifetime retrace the major stages 
of man's rise from beasthood. Irs quite an idea: and 
with the appearance of this book. Edgar Rice Bur- 
roughs made a name for himself in the annals of science 
fiction. 

He had already. by this time. made his name in the 
adventure story field and in the genre of the Lost Race 
novel. But the new idea he employed in the crafting of 
The Land That Time Forgot is not an adventure story 
idea. nor even a fantastic romance idea, but, purely 
and simply. a science fiction idea. And Burroughs was 
the first to think of it. or. at least, the first to use it 
in astory. 

Now the historians and critics of popular magazine 
literature have always been rather uneasy with Edgar 
Rice Burroughs. and have never known quite what to 
do with him. It's not so much that the famous creator 
ої Tarzan of the Apes is a bad or even an indifferent 
or mediocre writer. because actually he isn’t at all: 
within the scope of what he was attempting. he was a 
very good writer with many excellences. And. as the 
creator of Tarzan. he fits neatly into the sort of tailor- 
made niche into which literary historians like to be able 














to put writers. He was a master of the jungle adventure 
yarn. they would say. 

That was 200d enough for Burroughs the jungle ad- 
venture yarn writer, but what about for Burroughs the 
creator of John Carter of Mars, David Innes of Pelluci- 
dar. and Carson Napier of Venus? That's where the his- 
torians were unhappy with Burroughs: the author of 
the Mars and Venus and inner-Earth novels ought. by 
all rights, to fit neatly into the niche reserved for scr 
ence fiction writers. But. somehow or other. nobody 
has ever felt very comfortable with the idea of Bur- 
roughs as a science fiction writer. 

The trouble lies in a matter of tone and style. While 
there are science fiction gadgets aplenty in these three 
series—the mechanical mole in At the Earths Core. 
the brain-transplanting in The Mastermind of Mars. 
the rocket ship in Carson of Venus— not to mention the 

arsoomian airships and radium rifles—the whole tone 
and style of these stories was wrong when you attempt 
to think of them as science fiction. They have too much 
mystery and exotic marvel, too much adventure and 
romance and melodrama and suspense, and not enough 
hard science. And they just dont sound like science 
fiction! 

But the appearance in print in 1918 of The Land 
Time Forgot put an end to the fussing and fretting. Be- 


























cause that novel is, in everything from the basic con- 
ception to the finished этип f it, a work of nothing 
else but science fiction. True. Из a special form of 
science fiction, science fiction crossed with the primeval 
Jungle adventure уага and with the Lost Race romance, 
but. still and all. it's science fiction. 

Not only that, but great science fiction. to boot. For. 
with this spectacularly imaginative novel. Burroughs 
not only carved himself a niche in the ranks of early 
science fiction writers. but made a place for himself in 
the same rank as Jules Verne and H.G. Wells. 

He was later to write yet other remarkable science 
fiction novels. such as The Moon Maid. with its brilliant 
picture of a future America returned to savagery. and 
Beyond the Farthest Star, which predicts interstellar 
travel. With these novels he was to further consolidate 
his place among the great pioneering science fiction 
writers. and to cement his claim to fame as one of the 
very best of them all. 

But as far as this reader is concerned, he was never 
in to write а greater science fiction novel than The 
Land That Time Forgot. For me. that remains his 
masterpiece as far as science fiction is concerned. 

BURROUGHS lived long enough to publish an in- 
credible number of books, something like five dozen 
volumes in all, and a few more that were discovered 
and printed only after his death. In all of these good 
and, sometimes. great romances he used up so many 
ideas that little enough was left over for other writers 
to seize upon. That may explain why. after Burroughs 
stopped writing. the Lost Race story as а genre of popu- 
lar magazine literature took а nose-dive. and sank into 
a decline from which, even now. it has never emerged. 
That is to say. while not the first in the field. by the 
time he was through with it. Burroughs had just about 
written them all. There wasn't anything left for the 
























































other guys to write about. when they g 
Guys like me, that is. But there ئ‎ that idea about a 
lost colony of Mezzoramians, surviving in a remote 
Himalayan valley after the Spanish Inquisition had 
wiped out their ancient homeland... 
I may write that one yet! At least. Burroughs never 
t to the idea before me. But then. Burro: 








ably didnt have a friend like Sam Moskowitz to put 
him onto it.
